“The President,”’ said Hagerty, 
“wants me to express his keen 
disappointment that there has 
been no meeting of minds to 
date in settling this steel strike 
through collective bargaining. 


“He also wants me to repeat 
the sense of the statement he 
made at his press conference (a 
week ago), and the sense of the 
statement he made in Washing- 
ton the day he saw representa- 
tives of both management and

At his press conference, Mr. 
Eisenhower said he was getting 
sick and tired of the steel strike 
impasse. He said the shutdown 
must. end. 

In Washington last Wednes- 
day, Mr. Eisenhower held sepa- 
rate conferences with industry.

Breaking sharply with the “‘let- 
the-buyer-beware”’ attitude to- 
ward such academic malprac- 
tice, the American Council on 
Education will call for a deter- 
mined housecleaning in making 
public today its 100-page re- 
port, “American degree mills,”’ 
by Robert H. Reid. 

The report calls for an imme- 
diate end of the laissez faire ap- 
proach and demands’ legislative 
action, both on the state and 
federal level. 

The council estimates that 
$75,000,000 is spent each year by 
75,000 persons for buying de- 


existent institutions ‘“‘with no 
classrooms, library or pther fa- 
cilities.” 

Their officers, the report 
charges, “are unethical _ self- 
seekers, whose qualifications are 
no better than their offerings. 
Their degrees often having been 
attained from the same or 
similar institutions.” 

Since most of the mail orders 
come from abroad, especially 
from underdeveloped countries 
where the drive for educational 
recognition is strong, the council 
warns, the practice is seriously 
damaging United States prestige 
abroad.

various European countries, pro- |

members and degree signers.” 
It reports that an expert inves- 
tigator of academic frauds, em- 
ployed by West Germany and 
operating with the European in- 
ternational police force, Inter- 
pol, considers the American de- 
gree mills “the largest such op- 
eration in the world.”

The Russians’ first shot at the 
moon Jan. 2 missed it and re- 
portedly went into orbit around 
the sun: The second, on Sept. 12, 
hit the moon two days later. 

America’s latest attempt in the 
moon-race was set back 11 days 
ago when the giant Atlas-Able 
rocket exploded in an engine 
test at Cape Canaveral. 

The launching had been

CHICAGO—It’s a food editor’s 
business .to be curious about her 
readers: she must know their 
needs and preferences if she“is 
to do a good job of giving them 
the information they want. But 
it is a two-way street; readers 
also are curious about food 
editors, according to a survey 
conducted last year by a St. 
Louis carbonated beverage com- 
pany. 


Seems that the homemakers 
questioned liked to speculate 
about the editors—their back- 
grounds, ages, how they lived 
and entertained in their own 
homes. 


We thought about that as we 
looked around the room where 
the editors had gathered for 
breakfast, here at the annual 
Newspaper Food Editor’s Con- 
ference.

Dr. Fred- 
erick J. Stare, chairman of the 
department of nutrition, Har- 
vard School of Public Health, 


pointed out to the editors that 
there is an alarming growth of 
food faddism in the United States 
that is making it increasingly 
difficult for the health workers, 
as well as the homemaker, to 
distinguish fact from fad. 


Dr. Stare, speaking at a ses- 
sion sponsored by Sugar Inform- 
ation, Inc., stressed the import- 
ance of eating a wide variety of 
foods. He emphasized that those 
who need to reduce their weight 
should do so by “cutting down, 
not cutting out.’’ Sound, sensible 
advice indeed from one of the 
nation’s outstanding nutritionists.

The use of convenience foods

| Of Steel Strike $6.5 Billion 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
Steel magazine today predicted 
that after the steel strike ends 
“there will be one of the greatest 


scrambles . . . for mill products 
that this country has ever seen.” 

Convalescence from the strike 
will be more painful than the 
strike itself, the weekly metal- 
working magazine declared. 

The strike that started July 15 
has become the most expensive 
in the industry’s history, Steel 
said, putting direct losses at 
$3,343,200,000. 

“Add the indirect losses and 
the total could easily reach $6,- 
500,000,000," the magazine said. 

Direct losses were broken 
down this way: $853,200,000 in 
lost wages to steelworkers, $2,- 
478,000,000 in lost sales, $540,000,- 
000 tax losses to the Fedéral 
Government and $472,000,000 in 
other losses, including overhead,

Mayor Tucker’s opposition to the Metro- 

litan District plan represents a point- 
ng departure from the operating e 
that has so successfully guided the or 
policy decisions of his administration. That 
principle involves persuading competent pro- 
fessionals to study whatever pressing prob- 
lem faces the city and then, in the absence 
of proof to the contrary, accepting their 
advice. It is a sound and reasonable ap- 
proach, and the public interest has. benefited 
greatly from it. 

In this case, the Mayor supported the Sur- 
vey by Washington and St. Louis universities 
but now, for most unconvincing reasons, 
shrinks from its principal conclusion. The 
Survey rejected merger of all city and county . 
governments, which the Mayor regards as 
the ideal solution, as being unnecessary to 
solve distinctly metropolitan problems. It re- 
jected re-entry of city into county, the May- 
or’s immediate proposal, as being unable to 
solve those problems. 


The university political scientists recom- 
mended instead, as a matter of utmost im- 
portance to the economic development of 
the whole city-county area, the creation of a 
limited purpose Metropolitan District. The 
District would handle only those area-wide 
functions like traffic, transit and sewers that 
neither city nor county alone possesses au- 
thority to administer on an area-wide basis. 


The Board of Freeholders largely followed 


this advice in drafting the District plan to be 
submitted Nov. 3. But the Mayor now dis- 
sents. He says: 


1, The proposed Metropolitan District does 
not eliminate one existing area government 
with the exception of its; absorption of the 
Metropolitan Sewer District. True enough, 
but “eliminating” governments is not the 
purpose of the District; instead it aims at 
providing a governmental device that will 
permit the people of city and county in part- 
nership to solve their mutual problems with- 
out killing off the county or its municipali- 
ties and school districts. County: people want 
to keep their individual towns. The District 
plan permits them to do so. 


2. The District in fact adds to the problem 
of effective and responsible area-wide gov- 
ernment. What worries Mr. Tucker here is 
that the Police Board is governed by Jeffer- 
son City, the schools by their own board, 
the city’s “state” offices by the Legislature— 
all making it difficult, he says, for the voter 
to know what agency to hold responsible for 
governmental shortcomings. We agree that 
our increasingly complex governmental struc- 
ture needs simplification. But it is out of

By then, of course, the “new’’ house- 
holders will be as captive as those 
who converted to cheap gas in the 
early ‘50s; they will be locked in 
unless they want to add to their $500- 
to-$1000 investment in heating equip- 
ment and convert to oil. 


Nobody is happy with this state of 
affairs, neither the producers, the 
pipeliners, the distributors, nor those 
watchdogs of local prices, the state 
utility commissions. Natural gas is 
neither effectually regulated, nor free 
to pursue the economics of laissez 
faire.
